With the turn of a couple shovels Tuesday, 
Mayor Emanuel and Whole Foods co-CEO 
Walter Robb launched a socioeconomic ex- 
periment in one of Chicago’s most downtrod- 
den neighborhoods. 

The groundbreaking at 63rd and Halsted 
streets marks a $22 million bet on the notion 
that the high-end grocer’s presence in one of 
the city’s poorest and most violent areas will 
ignite its renaissance. 

“This is a ground breaking,” said Eman- 
uel, looking across a vacant lot riddled with 
cracked concrete and weeds, “but it’s about a 
breakthrough for Englewood.” 

Key to the promised breakthrough will be 
whether people in Englewood will shop at 
a retailer that Ald. JoAnn Thompson (16th) 
acknowledged some refer to as “Whole Pay- 
check.” 

Robb repeatedly assured those in atten- 
dance that the company would set up a model

for its Englewood store to ensure its products 
are affordable. 

“It'd be stupid to come here and not provide 
products at prices that people want. That’d 
just be dumb,” Robb said. “Talk is cheap, but 
we will be accessible and affordable for people. 
Otherwise, we’re not going to succeed.” 

The $12 million store, Robb added, would 
be “one of the most meaningful things we’ve 
done as a company.” 

A year ago, Whole Foods opened a store in 
the Midtown neighborhood of Detroit that 
serves as a focus of redevelopment, but ex- 
perts have said the grocer has never opened in 
a low-income neighborhood like Englewood. 

The new store, slated to open in 2016, will 
be located in a ZIP code where population is 
declining and the median household income 
hovers below $20,000. Much of the area is 
considered a food desert, where residents lack 
access to fresh fruits and vegetables. 

The city hopes the store will spur other de-

velopment on the 13-acre parcel it has dubbed 
Englewood Square. To that end, the city will 
spend $10.7 million to prepare the site, includ- 
ing adding new roads and sewers. 

Watching the proceedings from across the 
street after finishing a culinary class at Kenne- 
dy-King College, Karen Jones wasn’t sure the 
store would succeed. 

“My concern is, I’ve heard Whole Foods is 
real expensive. Am I really going to be able to 
shop there?” said Jones, 41. “I’m worried about 
this opening, and then people coming in and 
sticking up and robbing the grocery store. Are 
they going to be able to stay? Will it work? It’s 
hard to tell.” 

With his re-election campaign approaching 
and his support among African-American vot- 
ers lagging, Emanuel sought to use the Whole 
Foods event to deliver a broader message to the 
community leaders and residents assembled. 
He ticked off a list of other improvements he’s 
delivered for the area: a renovated Red Line

station, a new track facility at Lindblom High 
School, two new playgrounds and selling city- 
owned vacant lots to neighbors for $1. 

The challenges Emanuel didn’t mention are 
what have some South Side residents wary of 
the Whole Foods project—and his leadership 
of the city. 

Despite a decrease in the number of homi- 
cides in the first part of 2014 compared with 
the same period in 2013 (see Pages 6-7), crime 
remains a problem. 

Emanuel’s handpicked school board also 
closed five schools in the Englewood area, as 
part of 49 that were closed primarily on the 
South and West sides last year as part of a push 
to close underenrolled schools. 

After the event concluded, Wardell Alexan- 
der said building a new store brings hope, but 
he’ll remain skeptical until he sees it open with 
food that’s as affordable as Robb has promised.

HOMICIDES ARE DOWN FROM THIS TIME LAST 
YEAR, BUT REASONS FOR DROP ARE UNCLEAR

On a muddy plot of land off 63rd Street and across from Kennedy-King College, Mayor Emanuel 
and local leaders broke ground Tuesday on a new Whole Foods slated to open in spring 2016. 
@ The 18,000-square-foot market, which is expected to generate about 100 jobs and provide op- 
tions in a community with few healthy food choices, “is a testament to the resurgence of Engle- 
& wood and the resilience of Englewood,” Emanuel said during a press conference. 
@ Englewood has seen other progress. The South Side community area is one of 28 commu- 
@ nity areas— more than a third of Chicago—that recorded a decrease in homicides this year 
compared with last year. 
There were seven homicides in Englewood in the first six months of this year compared to 12 
killings during the same period last year, according to a RedEye analysis of preliminary police data. 
e@ Citywide, there were 182 homicides this year through Monday versus 191 killings during the 
same time in 2013, a 4.7 percent decrease. The Chicago Police Department, however, counted 
@& 172 homicides this year compared with 181 killings last year. 


@ The RedEye numbers are based on Cook County Medical Examiner findings and include 


killings determined to be in self-defense.

Health care exchanges not 
properly verifying data 


Online insurance marketplaces created under 
President Obama’s signature health care law 
are struggling to verify whether Americans 
who applied for government subsidies to pur- 
chase health insurance are actually qualified 
to receive them, a federal watchdog agency 
said Tuesday. 

The Department of Health and Human 
Services Office of the Inspector General said 
in two reports that some “internal controls” 
were ineffective in verifying eligibility at the 
marketplaces run by the federal government, 
California, Connecticut and some other 
states. 

Applicants for subsidies must enter income 
data, Social Security numbers and other in- 
formation into the online systems. The maxi- 
mum household income allowed for a sub- 
sidy is four times the federal poverty level, or 
about $94,200 for a family of four. 

“The deficiencies in internal controls that 


we identified may have limited the market- 
places’ ability to prevent the use of inaccurate 


or fraudulent information when determining 
eligibility of applicants for enrollment in qual- 
ified health plans,” the inspector general said. 

The reports mark the second potential set- 
back in two days to the 2010 health care law. 
The US. Supreme Court on Monday limited 
its mandate to provide universal contracep- 
tion coverage for women. 

The HHS inspector general’s findings, dis- 
missed by the White House as based on “out- 
dated information,” prompted fresh com- 
plaints from Republicans in Congress, whose 
attention in recent weeks had been redirected 
to other issues in the runup to November’s 
mid-term elections. 

“When Obamacare was passed, its chief 
architects told us they would have to pass the 
bill to find out what was in it,” said Sen. Orrin 
Hatch, the top Republican on the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee. “Joday’s report confirms 
what we knew was not included: safeguards to 
protect hard-earned taxpayer dollars from an 
incompetent bureaucracy.”

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Maybe Melissa 
McCarthy and her 
husband, Ben Falcone, 
met with studio execs 
and pitched a movie 
that would completely 
reinvent McCarthy’s 
onscreen persona. 
Maybe they advocated 
for a female main 
character played by 
McCarthy to not be a 
foolish, irresponsible 
mess —that the Oscar 
nominee (“Brides- 
maids”) has done the brash, sexually aggressive 
character repeatedly, and that viewers should 
see that a woman who weighs more than 100 
pounds can have her life and intelligence in 
reasonably working condition. 

I very much hope the spouses had that 
meeting and were turned down by unimagi- 
native check-signers interested only in what’s 
(sometimes) worked before. Otherwise, 
“Jammy” represents the scariest movie of a 
week that also contains a film about de- 
monic possession (“Deliver Us From Evil”). 
It’s extremely depressing that McCarthy, 
the Plainfield, Ill., native who co-wrote the 
script with her husband (who directed), 
would saddle herself with a role that borders 
on unintentional self-parody. The best thing 
you can say about “Tammy” is that it’s less 
abrasive than “Identity Thief.” Which you 
also can say about a thunderstorm. 

Fired and separated from her husband

in quick succession, Tammy (McCarthy) 
decides to hit the road with—how’s this for 


originality —her boozy, raunchy grandma (Su- 
san Sarandon). This either is a rejected “SN? 
skit, or a thin knockoff of “The Guilt Trip,” 
which already was a copy of a copy. Tammy 
and Granny head from Illinois toward 
Niagara Falls but get caught up in Kentucky, 
where the elder woman shacks up witha 
similarly hard-drinkin’ fella (Gary Cole) and 
Tammy earns affection from his son (Mark 
Duplass), who probably will run in the other 
direction as soon as he spends more than five 
minutes with her. 

There’s a laugh or two, especially involv- 
ing’ Tammy’s attempt at armed robbery and 
friendliness toward a victim. If you’ve never 
seen a McCarthy movie, or a movie, period, 
(the girl next to me at the screening said “Oh 
my God” approximately 400,000 times), 
you may get more chuckles out of “Tammy.” 
Double that if you generally crack up at 
everything McCarthy says and does. 

I say a talented comedic actress (who 
almost makes Tammy sweet in quieter scenes 
that seem totally out of character) should be 
held to higher standards than rubbing her 
dirty hair on hamburger buns. Starring roles 
don’t grow on trees, but it’s a bummer to see 
McCarthy embrace the phrase “If you can’t 
beat ’em, join ’em.”

“Begin Again” co- 
stars Keira Knightley 
and Adam Levine, 
but please do not 
run away. I don’t like 
them either. But that 
kind of bias is a dumb 
reason to miss out on 
a good movie. 

Formerly going by the far worse name of 
“Can A Song Save Your Life?,” “Begin Again” 
in some ways could be seen as writer-director 
John Carney’s attempt at “Twice” to follow- 
up his lovely 2006 musical drama “Once.” 
His long-awaited return again features loads 
of great music central to the relationships 
among its uniformly well-acted characters. 
At the center is Dan (Mark Ruffalo), a music 
exec who screams, “It’s [bleep],” as he tosses 
countless terrible demos out his window, and 
Gretta (Knightley), a songwriter prepping to 
leave New York after the end of her relation- 
ship with suddenly famous douche Dave 
(Levine). Dan hears Gretta perform at a bar, 
and bam: He must work with her and collect 
the musicians to create the arrangement in 
his head, depicted in one of the movie’s many 
joyous scenes. 

With “Begin Again,” Carney shows both 
love and art as a discovery waiting to happen, 
with different sounds and feelings sometimes 
a matter of tapping into something others 
can’t detect. He uses lyrics as confession and

kiss-off, encapsulation of things we can’t say 
and might not even consciously know until 
they’re put to a melody. The solid original 
songs come from Gregg Alexander, leader of 
the sadly short-lived New Radicals. CeeLo 
Green also has a small role, in case seeing 
Levine really made you yearn for someone 
else from “The Voice.” 

The movie’s not perfect. The backstory 
of Dan’s separation from his wife (Catherine 
Keener) and estrangement from his daugh- 
ter (Hailee Steinfeld) feels as obvious as his 
boozing, and Carney flirts with a musical 
superiority that gets too close to elitism for 
comfort. Dan’s job (leaving a major label to 
start an indie) and perspective also feel a lot 
like Paul Rudd in “This is 40,” and “Begin 
Again” doesn’t really track Dan’s personal life 
outside of his interactions with Gretta. The 
result: a significantly botched ending. 

Allow me to shrug that off, sort of. The 
warm, passionate “Begin Again” is an album 
of beautiful moments, well-versed in music’s 
ability to take over mind and body. Your heart 
and feet won't be able to resist what might 
be called—despite the assumed objections of 
author Nick Hornby—a “High Fidelity” for 
the iPod generation.

you see every day. 
Otherwise, the terribly written “Deliver Us 
From Evil” haplessly joins the heaping stack 
of interchangeable exorcism movies. If the 
pile tips over, please just leave the mess and 
walk away. 

In a performance sure to inspire questions 
like, “Remind me why Eric Bana gets leading- 
man parts again?” Eric Bana stars as a New 
York cop by the name of Sergeant Sarchie.

possession. Hold on; it’s not. “Deliver Us From 
Evil” is “inspired by actual accounts,” which 
essentially is permission to take a general con- 
cept (cop investigates possible supernatural 
presence) and turn it into a thriller as generic 
as its leading man. If this film documents 
startling events exactly as they happened, the 
“startling” part has been left out. 

I’m not one to advocate for more CGI, but 
inconsistent director/co-writer Scott Der- 
rickson (the good “Sinister,” the lousy “The 
Day the Earth Stood Still”) creates attempted 
scares that look like people with excessive 
makeup jobs were told to hiss and glare. 
These are supposed to be incidents that 
can’t be explained! I guess the shrug-worthy 
appearance of evil fits Bana’s performance, 


his New York accent laced with his native 
Australian and his demeanor confused when 
he should be at his most furious. 

McHale plays Sarchie’s partner, and the 
movie can’t decide whether to take him 
seriously or use him as comic relief. As a 
priest specializing in exorcisms (sigh), Edgar 
Ramirez explains and explains and explains 
some more. Do not turn this movie into a 
drinking game—you will be obliterated. 

A few moments do generate the intended

to Echo,” would have initials that reference 
its blatant ripping off of “E.T.” Also, when a 
movie is titled “Earth Taco,” it doesn’t matter 
what it’s about. (And what the hell would it 
be about?) 

No, the family-friendly “Earth to Echo” 
pretends its story about kids who stumble 
across an extraterrestrial who just wants to 
go home is as original as its poster of a finger 
pointing at an alien. Henry Gayden’s only 
other film writing credit is a short called 
“Ham Sandwich.” To say that he wrote “Earth 
to Echo” seems a little generous. Let’s just say

and thought of a way to capitalize. 

His feature writing debut— directed by 
Dave Green, helmer of “Ham Sandwich” —is 
a pastiche of big-screen adolescent adven- 
tures, blending ’80s tropes (one of the kids 
is nicknamed “Munch”) and the modern, 
already-stale found footage approach. That 
content comes from the camera of Tuck (an 
actor credited only as Astro on IMDB), one 
of several 13-year-olds clinging to friend- 
ships they fear won't last after residents are 
forced from their homes so a freeway can 
be built. Their last night turns memorable 
after Tuck, Munch (Reese Hartwig) and 
Alex (Teo Haim) follow mysterious maps on 
their phones and discover a squeaky, robot 
owl-looking thing they call Echo. Since this 
creature assumedly saw “The Diving Bell and 


the Butterfly,” it quickly understands that 
one beep means “Yes” and two beeps means 
“No,” allowing it to communicate. The req- 
uisite girl (Ella Wahlestedt) eventually turns 
up, mostly to expose Tuck’s lie about kissing 
her after pre-algebra. 

No complaints about the young actors’ 
performances or the way “Earth to Echo” 
looks. One late moment, in which Echo 
deconstructs large vehicles to avoid an

accident, is pretty cool. But the movie’s 

just so familiar and low-stakes, keeping its 
conspiracy to frustratingly underwritten 
PG levels. “Edge of Tomorrow” showed how 
to have a degree of fun by mashing together 
well-known predecessors (“Groundhog 
Day” and “Starship Troopers”). “Earth to 
Echo” is no “Mac and Me”-level abomina- 
tion, but it would have been better as a 
“South Park” episode.

Calumet opened in 1g2k, and San Toll 
purchased tt inaggh. Mark grew up in the 
business. While be pursued a degree at 
Bradley University, he abe worked weekenels 
learning the aceot fsb-srakiog from his dad 
anuncle. ‘Though be ney also works asa 
CET RETION minaper, he continiees bo smoke 
hundreds of pounds of fish on the weekends 
in the original smokehouse behind the retail 
building. “This isn’t just something you can 
Google and learn in one weekend. It takes a 
lot of practice and experience,” Kotlick said. 

Calumet sells between 300 and 
500 pounds a week of flaky, pink smoked 
salmon ($15.89 a pound) alone. To create the 
final product, they break down whole Alas- 
kan salmon into hundreds of steak-like cross 
sections. They hand-sew little twine handles 
into the steaks so they can hang them on 
the “stick,” a rack in the smokehouse. Then 
they brine the salmon in a salt-only brine or a 
garlic-peppercorn-salt brine overnight. After 
brining, the salmon is hung in the smoke- 
house, where it absorbs the smoky essence 
of a burning oak wood flame for six to eight
